FBDBRATIODr OF THB COLOmZIS. 



Our filen of Cnnadian pnpers, since the ann 
nounsBraent of the scheme of colonial feder- 
atioD, would indicjito that the moTOraont 
meets with geoeral favor nniong tlio Cana- 
liiau puupiu. The uieciiuiu wliiuli imro takeu 
plaee, ooDsequent oa the acoeptanoe of office 
of Beveral of the members of the Opposition, 
show, in their result, that publio opinion 
ssDolions this e.xpctinieiit for healing up tba 
sectional digioulties of the two Provinces, 
and eolargiog tliu area of politioal ambitiou 
in the Britiah Possesaions of Xorth America. 
It ii {oatractiTe in all such luoromenta to 
watch the progress of ideas. Not very many 
year* ago, to atlempt to I'edcrnlizo tha Norih 
American Provliices, would Iiavo been 
looked upon in England as nothing shutt 
of an endeavor to Americanise the 
Britiah poition of tlie continent. To 
promulgate the doctrino of c olonial 
independence would huva been re;4ar- 
ded as an act of hostility to Great 
Uritaio. Wo kaow that even in Iho discus- 
sion of tha Canadian Union Act the Imperial 
aulboritiea hud the idea of a federation of 
the two Provinces before them, but they 
would have shrunk with horror from any fur- 
ther extension of tha federal syatetn. Now, 
however, Britidh public opiuion seems quite 
contenl that the colonies aliould manage their 
own aiTuira in their own peculiar way, and 
even tiiat staunch organ of legitimacy — the 
London Times — advocates colonial indepen- 
dence, and believes that Caiiuda will "take her 
just place at no very ■distnni period an-.oag 
the foremost notions of the earth." All this 
it gratifying, if for no olher reason thau tlial 
it ihows that the Englisb mind is boginoiug 
to look upon the Snglish colony a* aometbiog 
that has a right to a separate esi.stence and 
a separate individuality, and that British 
colonists may reasonably aspire to beoonae 
citizens of a nation of their own creating, 
withont subjecting themselves to the charge 
of treuon. 

There was a time when wc must eonfesa, we 
entertained even a higher destiny for the 
colonies than iiuiividnal or confederale in- 
dependence. Wo thought timl with far-see- 
ian statesmen at the head of affairs at home, 
a policy might have been inangarated, sttfiB> 
eienlly comprehensive in its outlines to have 
embraced in tiino a grand confederation of 
the whole IJrilisli raco from Newfoundland 
to New Zealand, and (ornied on Kmpire, eol- 
lossal in size ami atlanli.iii in slroiiglh — an 
empire that would have made the name of 
Brilon greater than that of Roman in Rome's 
palmiest days, and a prouder boast than even 
the ct'rtt Uomanus sum. The ta.sk was, 
however, too great for llio pii^mios who have 
managed our culonial aff^iirs. Their highest 
idea of Imperial staicsmjinship was to keep 
the colonies as long as possible in leading 
strings, and only grant them the rights of 
self government and rcsponaiblo rule, when 
the inhabitants had been forced into armed 
collision with Imperial EoUliors. .Vo man- 
tle, indeed, of intellectual greatness has over 
fallen upon q Secretary of State for tlie Col- 
onies. The oGBoe seems to hare been especi- 
ally reserved for the common place routine- 
mongers of every Mit.istry,and its importance 
bsi been almost ignored amid the straining 
after diplomatic Tictories in foreiyn adaira. 
Instead, tiiersfore, of some for-seeing nation 
al polioy, we have had nothing but a thing 
of nakeshifts, which banishes all idea of 
eolonial and Imperial consolidation, and 
leaves as to that oentrifagal force which is 
every day taking us farther and farther 
away from the Mother couiilrv. 

There is, therefore, but one course open to 
tha Biitisb colonies, especially those of 
Korth America and Australia, — federation 
and ultimately independsnoa. Before ten 
years shall have expired, the population of 
the colonies between Vancouver Island and 
Vewfoundland will fall little short of six 
million souls, occupying a territory as large 
as the United States before the civil war, and 
more than three-fourths the siis of the whole 
of Europe. With lolegraphic and railway 
communication from the one ocean to the 
other, and with a federal union that will col- 
loot and concentrate the colonial iulallcct re- 
presenting tho various colonial interests, 
what eountry can have a greater future before 
it than this gigantic confederacy, with ita il • 
limitableand diversifiud resource's. 'I'he time 
is, indeed, not far dislaul when, as an integral 
part of this new-born iiatiuii, we shall 
assist in sending Ambussailurj ami Oonsuls 
to every part of the world, our flag ohall float 
proudly from ao extensive mercantile marine, 
and our American neighbors will find in the 
country north of thein, a conipolilnr in tho 
peaceful arts, in conimoree and manufactures, 
greater than they ever dreamed would have 
arisen from tho sometimes underrated " Cnn- 
ncks." England will of course have lost 
much ef her national pretligc ; but telioved 
of the burden of eolonial defences, she will bu 
enabled to reduoo, by many million pounds 
sterling, her enormous o.xpemliluro, and ad- 
vance with renewed vigor jn tiie ro.td of pro- 
gress, feeling satisFied of one thing, that if 
she has lost the sovereignly of her uolooios, 
she has gained what is of much more im- 
portance under prosout oironmstances, anew, 
firm, and steadfast ally.

THE AGHNCOURT. 

The following dalaileJ account of the for- 
midable war-sleamor Agincourt, now being 
built for Her Majesty's Covcrument, at 
Messrs. Lnird'a ship- building yard, Birken- 
head, will bo read with interest ; 

Tho Agincourt is, as it may be romemborod, 
<t ram, having a projeciion under water, in 
front of her apparent bow, about seven feel 
in extent, anil han been in some degree al- 
tered jrom her original model. She uow is 
to have a small forecastle, in the sliapn of an 
armour-plated sliield, and to have a po.ip 
about 40 feat in length, both lliepo latter be- 
ing 7 feel 11 inches high, instead of her ori" 
giually intended Qush deek of iOO feet long 
by j» feat 3 inches wida. She is, it may also 
be desirable to say, 30 feat 3 inches in depth, 
from her main deck to tba bottom of berhold; 
is of GC20 tons builders' moasuremenl, and 
will bo propelleil by engines of 12.')0 horse- 
power, made by .Measra. ilawdsloy, Sons, and 
Field, of London, who also supply the boilers. 
These arc ten in number, and weigh 25 tons 
each, Tliev are to bo bo arranged as to bo 
fnod ami lsliips. t)f those ponderous boilers 
nine have already arrived, aa well aa several 
portions of the mucliinary. Tho armour ol 
this ship, which it may be rernembored con- 
sists of rolled iron plates inches thick, and 
each weighing on 2u average about o tsns, is 
now li.Yod on lliB vessel to the ei'tent of fully 
tliree-fourlhs of lU wlinle quaiilily;. the ao 
l;ial quantity vrliieli ij iiernisnently fi.ted 
anionnling lo upwards of KiOO lona. Tlic 
deck Dovcrinjs, bulwark", and ceilings aro 
nearly completed, and aro in course of being 
c.uilked and dreased oil. The hamuieek 
bc-rlha and rails are in their (ilaccs along llie 
port side, those for the starboard being olio 
ready, but left uudod to alluw tho maciiinery 
to ba mere easily got ou l.oard. The general 
fittings below, including tho Cib;;:, itorei, 
magazines, ie., are all in an advanred slate, 
and several of them are ulrcaily coinpletod. 
In point of fact, so far as can be judgod by a 
casual though keen ioepection. the vc.iel ap- 
peare to be nearly or nllogolhor three-quar- 
ters advaoocJ towards thorough coinplotion.

1 e.xcppt n 
site on tho Cameroona monulain. which Cap- 
tain Hurtoii hiia wisely reooiiinicndod ns a 
sanitarium. .Vttho hast of limes the mili- 
tary hospitals urn al.vnys tolerably lull. Im- 
agine, tliun, 'ho iMirors of a campaign in 
such a country. Kvery night the aiiny is 
ultnekcd hv an irreiistiblo nusren loo — thn 
malaria of iiie invampa, 'I hen them is al- 
ways a poor tiipply ol fjod: on the ijold 
Const sheep aiul ciitllc can luily ba ohlained 
as articles pf gaiinnnndxiz. Tlierii aro no 
roads broader tlian slioepwalka ; Ihe soldiers 
are forced to carve their way through the 
woods with their swords. Ihigagcinenta con- 
sist simply ill a anriea ol ambuscades, and 
for this stylo of warlara Western Africa i.s 
admirably suited. Nature appears lo hava 
created these foresis and swamps for the pre 
servation of tiio naked negro, ns -he has pro- 
Icclcd tho pnreupiiio, the ariiiadillo, and llic 
alligator with bidcuus and inipunotr.vble cov- 
erings.

In these rivers, where ihero is 
nn military protection, the white man is never 
moleatedj io Bonny ho laju-ju — Ibat is to say 
he is ao article of fetich, like the iguano, or 
any other saered animal, which none may in- 
jure under pain ol death. Sometimes, it is 
true, the traders have bad debts. Then they 
send to Consul Burton, at Fernando Po, who 
sends a gnoboat into the river, which lies 
over the town till it pays. 

The uegroes aro really afraid of men-of- 
war, and of the great guns which guard our 
colonial towns. But lliey laugh at our drilled 
negroes, who must iiuiced out a Eorry liguro.
